Keep safe in fireworks season 


THE Council, police and fire brigade are working together 
to keep the borough safe during the lead-up to Bonfire 
Night on 5 November. 

Over the next few weeks, police cadets will carry out 
test purchases to check no shops in Hackney are 
selling fireworks to under 1 8s. Those who do could face 
prosecution, and young people found in possession 
of fireworks can be fined £80 or receive a custodial 
sentence if their actions cause injury or harm to others. 
The Council and police will also be cracking down 
on anti-social behaviour, which can spike during the 
firework season. Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “With Halloween, Bonfire Night 
and Diwalli coming up, it’s important to remember to 
never take risks - follow the firework code and if you’ve 
got any concerns, let us know.” 

All legal fireworks are marked with the British Standard 
Kitemark BS 71 1 4. Anyone with concerns about the 
illegal sale or storage of fireworks is urged to contact 

trading standards. 
Residents can also 
report anti-social use of 
fireworks to the police.

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I ORE than 6,000 
young people 
from across the 
I borough had 
their say at the Hackney 
Youth Parliament (HYP) 
elections on 17 October. 

Following months of 
writing manifestos, speaking 
at hustings and trying to 
convince class mates and 
those at youth centres to 
vote for them, 28 young 
people, aged 11-19, were 
chosen to represent the 
youth of the borough. 

But the real work 
begins now, and 
the new Youth 
Parliament 
members are 
looking forward 
to a busy two 
years in office. 

Florence Adeoye, 

14, was elected in the 
North East area. She 
said: “I worked really 


hard for this - it shows you 
get out what you put in. I’m 
excited but it’s not like ‘I’ve 
won! I’ve won!’ I now have 
to do what I promised.” 

Lee Eastland, 16, who will 
represent Stoke Newington, 
said: “Being elected means a 
lot; it shows when you work 
hard and you’re persistent, 
your hard work will pay off. 
“When people 



stereotype you, this gives 
you a chance to prove them 
wrong. The next step for me 
is to make the difference, to 
do what I said I’d do. You’ll 
find me in schools, in youth 
centres, doing sessions 
in youth clubs. I will be 
assertive, I will be loud, I 
will be there.” 

Voting took place 
in schools and Young 
Hackney centres between 
10 and 16 October, and 
was open to anyone aged 


1 1 to 19 who lives, or goes 
to school or a youth club, in 
the borough. The turnout 
was more than double that 
of the last election in 2010. 

The results were 
announced in the Council 
chamber on 17 October, 
following a Q&A with the 
Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, at an event to mark 
Local Democracy Week.

F IVE new youth 
centres will open 
their doors for a 
week-long launch 
festival during half-term. 

Young people, aged 
eight to 19, who attend the 
festival - from 29 October 
to 2 November - will be 
encouraged to ‘try five’ 
in order to find out what 
the new Young Hackney 
centres have to offer. By 
taking part in five or more 
activities at any of the 
centres they will be 
entered into a prize draw 
to win an iPad.

The centres will provide 
a focal point for young 
people to find out about 
services provided by the 
Council as well as the 
voluntary and community 
sector. They will be safe, 
welcoming places offering 
everything from homework 
support and music, media, 
sport and drama sessions, 
to targeted support around 
education, training, 
employment, health, family 


and relationship issues. 

A new flagship centre, in 
Forest Road, will support 
four centres in each of 
Hackney’s neighbourhoods: 
Shoreditch (Hoxton Hall), 
Stoke Newington (Milton 
Gardens), Homerton 
(Concorde) and North East 
(Woodberry Down). 

The Council won over 
£5million in funding 
through the Myplace 
initiative and Youth 
Parliament members 
worked with architects to 
help design the centres.

New ward forums in Hackney 

WARD forums that began in the summer are developing a 
new way for residents and their councillors to work together 
to improve Hackney. 

The Council replaced the old ‘neighbourhood committees’, 
which covered large areas of the borough, with more local 
groups at ward level. Councillors then helped residents to 
agree the key things that needed to get done in each area. 
Ideas to emerge from the first round of forums included: 

• Look at ways of helping more people to get solar 
panels, possibly through bulk buying - Haggerston 

• Work with local businesses to look at how to create a 
town centre for the area - Hackney Downs 

• Produce a map of community assets, like youth groups 
and community centres, and put it on the Council 
website, so other residents can add to it - De Beauvoir 

• Give people the chance to post ideas to improve the 
environment online - New River 

• Create a flower market in 
Gillett Square and protect 
the Peace Mural - 
Dalston. 

• Create more youth provision 
in Clapton - Kings Park 

• Focus on local concerns like 
the gyratory and anti social 
behaviour.

Highlights 
included an interactive map 
showing changes to the 
borough; artwork made 
by people with disabilities; 
podcasts by Hackney 
Community College 
students; and a social 
documentary film, 

‘Hackney Life’.

London saw dramatic falls 
in visitor numbers in the 
run-up to the Games - with 
some down as much as 
40 per cent on last year - 
Hackney Museum was the 
only one in London that 
saw numbers rise. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for Heath, 
Social Care and Culture, 
said: “Mapping the Change 
has been an incredible 
success. Not only has it 
been brilliantly received by 
people in Hackney, bucking 
the trend of museum visitor 
numbers, but its work has 


now been recognised by 
the IOC - a wonderful 
honour for Hackney in this 
incredible year.” 

The IOC Library in 
Lausanne, Switzerland, 
makes official publications 
of the Olympic Movement 
available to the public and 
has a vast collection on 
Olympic sports and 
sports sciences. 

Marc Chenaux, IOC 
librarian, said: “We aim 
to address the growing 
interest placed on the 
topics of legacy and the 
Olympic Games. The 


IOC Library has created a 
descriptive bibliographic 
list on this topic of which 
Mapping the Change is 
now part.” 

Mapping the Change 
was part of the Cultural 
Olympiad and designed 



to create a long-term 
community legacy from 
the 2012 Games. It was a 
unique history project, by 
the Council-run museum, 
about the people of 
Hackney and the impact 
of the London 2012 Games 
on their lives. 

The exhibition ran from 
15 May until 15 September.

M ore and 

more visitors 
are coming to 
the borough, 
according to a long- 
standing museum director 
who can remember very 
different times. 

David Dewing has been 
Director of the Geffrye 
Museum, in Kingsland 
Road, since 1991. 

“Hackney wasn’t a 
particularly well- 
run borough at 
that time,” 
he says. 

Adding: “It 
was pretty 
scruffy and 
messy. So 
many things 
have changed 
since then.” 

Not least of which 
is the extension of the 
London Overground and 
its four new stations in 
Hackney. The new Hoxton 
station sits right behind the 
Geffrye Museum, which is 
dedicated to the history of 
interior design, and features 
displays showing what 
homes looked liked from 
the 17th century up until 
the present day. 

David says half of the 


museum’s 100,000 annual 
visitors now arrive on the 
London Overground, and 
that - according to surveys 
- more and more of them 
are coming from south of 
the river. He adds: “It’s 
bringing different people 
to our part of London, 
and putting Hackney on 
the map.” 

Home, however, was a 
moveable feast during 
David’s early 
years; he was 
bom in 
(then West) 
Germany 
while his 
father was 
posted 
there in 
the Army, 
and the family 
would go on to 
live in places as diverse as 
Libya, Scotland, and 
East Africa. 

For David, the late 
1960s and early 1970s 
were a particularly exciting 
time for design, and he 
first became interested 
in the subject during his 
final years at school, 
before going on to study 
it at Ravensbourne 
College, Bromley. 


His first job was working 
for Kent County Council, 
in Maidstone, designing 
functional, economical 
interiors and furniture for 
courtrooms, police stations, 
and council buildings. 

While working there his 
interest in history prompted 
some volunteering at 
Maidstone Museum, before 
successfully applying for 
a job as a curator at the 
Museum of London in 
1979. A 12-year stint there 


followed, during which 
time he moved to the 
Finsbury Park area. 

David eventually 
combined his interests in 
design, London and history 
by securing the post of 
Director at the Geffrye 
Museum, in 1991. He 
moved to the De Beauvoir 
area in 1993, just 15 
minutes’ walk from the 
museum. David says of this 
time: “Artists and designers 
moved into Hoxton and 


Shoreditch in the 1990s, 
which helped to generate 
interest in the area and 
bring people to Hackney. 

“Since then it has become 
a vibrant and creative part 
of London, with lots of 
busy restaurants and bars, 
right on the doorstep of the 
City. Hackney retains its 
urban grit and is a lively 
place to be.” 

In 1998, he oversaw 
the opening of a major 
extension to the Geffrye 
Museum, which included 
new gallery space for 
20th-century displays, as 
well as expanded education 
facilities, a temporary 
exhibition gallery, 
restaurant and shop. 

Just over a decade later 


and annual visitor numbers 
are expected to top 150,000 
in the coming years, due 
in part to the opening 
up of the borough to the 
rest of the capital by the 
Overground network. 

In response, future plans 
include a new extension 
to the museum, to create 
more space for educational 
activities and conferences, 
a new gallery, and room to 
house existing collections 
better by 2016.

All your green 
questions answered 

Q: I’d like to start recycling my food waste, but I’m 
worried it may attract foxes, what can I do? 

A: The Council provides two types of caddies for storing 
food waste for recycling; a smaller one for the kitchen, 
and an outside caddy, as well as biodegradable liners. 
The outdoor version is much sturdier than the kitchen 
caddy and - based on feedback from residents - is able 
to keep out a hungry fox. Residents are recommended 
not to leave kitchen caddies outside for collection as they 
are only designed to be used inside the home. 

The outside caddies are 
lockable, simply pull the 
handle down at the front. 
Both types of caddies 
are supplied free by the 
Council.

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Hackney’s on-the-go recycling reaches highest ever levels 


THIS summer, residents 
and visitors have done 
their bit to recycle more 
when out and about in 
the borough. 

Over 24 tonnes of 
waste was collected in 
Hackney’s street recycling 
bins during the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games, 
and at other major events, 
including the BBC Radio 1 
Hackney Weekend. 


This helped to push 
collections to their highest 
ever levels, at an estimated 
184 tonnes, an increase of 
79 tonnes on last year. 

In preparation for 
the summer, 160 extra 
on-the-go recycling bins 
were installed around the 
borough, which took the 
number to 373, with 90 
more on the way next year. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 


Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“It’s easy to recycle in 


Hackney, whether you are 
at home or out and about. 
Putting these extra bins 


around the borough will 
help to make it even easier 
to cut down on the amount 
we are sending to landfill.” 

On-the-go recycling 
bins are split in two, with 
recycling placed in an 
orange slot and rubbish 
that cannot be recycled in 
the other half. 

Cllr Demirci added: 
“Some 39 per cent of what 
we throw in with general 


waste can actually be 
recycled, so we can do 
even more simply by 
choosing the right part of 
the bin to use.” 

On-the-go recycling 
was introduced in 
Hackney in 2010, 
initially at 53 locations, 
and has since been 
expanded to cover most 
of Hackney’s busy streets 
and transport hubs.

University grants available 


CITY Academy pupils have created a response to last 
summer’s riots with an imaginative and powerful series 
of artworks. 

The paintings were created following workshops with 
charity Facing History and Ourselves. The sessions 
encouraged students to reflect upon issues of social 
division and isolation. 

Riana Mitchell, 14, said: “The newspapers were 
interviewing the wrong people. They interviewed people 
affected by the riots, but they didn’t really want to listen 
to those involved. 

“This piece of artwork was trying to voice the opinions of 
those people that didn’t get heard. That don’t [sic] often 
get heard. We want people to listen to them.” 

The work was unveiled at this year’s City Banquet on 
1 1 October in front of Lord Mayor David Wootton and his 
wife, Lady Mayoress Liz Wootton, at Mansion House. 


GOLDSMITHS, University of London is offering young 
residents grants worth £1 3,500 to pay for an undergraduate 
degree at the South London university. 

It announced a host of new bursaries this month, worth a 
total of £1 .4 million, to attract academic talent from a wide 
range of backgrounds in the capital.

A 78-year-old 
resident who 
survived bowel 
cancer is working 
with health officials 
to warn residents of 
the signs of the life- 
threatening disease. 

Helen Cullinan went to 
see her GP after suffering 
from tiredness and losing 
weight. She was referred for 
tests, which showed she had 
bowel cancer. 

After surgery and 10 days 
recovering in hospital, Helen 
was back home. Today she 
leads a busy life in between 
cycling and running a night 
shelter for the homeless in 
the borough. 

She said: “I have just 


received the five year all- 
clear from my doctors 
which is just terrific news. 
My advice to others is go to 
the GP quickly if you think 
anything is wrong - please 
don’t delay.” 

NHS posters and leaflets 
(like the one above) are 
appearing across the 
borough to encourage 
people to visit their GP 
if they see blood in their 
stools, or if they are loose 
for over three weeks.

Hackney. Yet currently only 
nine per cent of patients in 
the UK are diagnosed at 
the very earliest stage of the 
disease. He said: “The good 
news is that bowel cancer 
is very easy to treat if it’s 
caught early. Nine out of ten 
people will survive bowel 
cancer if it’s diagnosed at an 
early stage, so it’s important 
to know the warning signs 
to look out for.” 


Other symptoms that 
warrant a GP visit include 
looking pale or experiencing 
stomach pain for more than 
three weeks. Some 70 people 
are diagnosed with bowel 
cancer every year in City 
and Hackney.

Free seasonal flu jab available 
to all residents most at risk 

PEOPLE at risk of developing serious complications 
from flu are being urged to take advantage of a free jab. 
Seasonal flu claims around 8,000 lives a year in England 
and Wales, with many more becoming seriously unwell. 
Those 65 and over, pregnant, with serious long term 
health conditions, in a nursing home, carers and frontline 
health and social care workers are all being offered 
the vaccination. 

Anyone who had the jab last year will need another this 
winter because the flu virus changes annually, so a new 
vaccine is developed to combat the latest strain. 

Residents who fall into any of the risk 
categories are advised to speak 
to their GP or pharmacist 
about getting the jab. People 
who do not fall into one 
of the categories can get 
the vaccine privately, or 
by talking to their GP or 
chemist.

New diabetes film to raise

A FILM is being shown at Hackney Picturehouse to 
raise awareness of diabetes among African and 
Caribbean communities. 

Diabetes UK will show the short film before a 
screening of Jamaican feature film ‘Better Mus Come’ 
on 24 October. 

Raj Chandarana, Head of Equality and Diversity at 
Diabetes UK, said: “Diabetes is a big problem in the 
African or Afro-Caribbean community, but unfortunately 
awareness of the condition remains low. 

“People from African or Afro-Caribbean backgrounds 
are between three and five times more likely to develop 
Type 2 diabetes than the white population, so it’s even 
more important that they are aware of the importance 
of making lifestyle changes to prevent it and getting 
diagnosed if they already have it.” 

He added that people from an African or Afro-Caribbean 
background should get checked for diabetes from the 
age of 25, rather than 40, as is generally recommended.

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Horrors of 
Hoxton... 


H ackney 

marked World 
Mental Health 
Day on 14 

October with the ‘Time 
to Talk’ festival, across 
venues in Dalston and 
Stamford Hill. 

It helped challenge 
common myths and 
stereotypes surrounding 
mental health, and 
proved to be great fun 
for everyone involved. 

This is in stark 
contrast to how mental 
health issues were 
viewed in former times, 
and to the treatment in 
private madhouses, for 
which Hoxton was once 


notorious. During the late 
17th century, many of the 
area’s old, wealthy estates 
were broken up and these 
large houses used as lunatic 
asylums and almshouses. 

At the time it was not 
regarded as unusual or 
immoral to make a profit 
from the lunacy trade. It was 
easy to obtain a certificate 
of madness and anyone 
could enter - or be entered 
into - a madhouse as long as 
the requisite fees continued 
to be paid. 

Patients were often 
embarrassing or unwanted 
family members, though 
people sometimes sought 
voluntary admission to 
escape the law or to avoid 
military service. Regular 
public ‘inquisitions of 
lunacy’ were held 
at Hoxton Square 
Coffeehouse, where 
potential inmates 


were physically inspected, 
interviewed and pronounced 
upon by a far-from objective 
jury of coffee-drinkers. 

One of the earliest 
asylums - and the largest 
- was Hoxton House, run 
by Jonathan Miles, which 
opened in 1695 and was 
often used by the Admiralty 
for the treatment of ‘maniac’ 
sailors and officers. 

An inspection of 1798 
found ‘the bread, beef, 
cheese and beer, were all 
remarkably good, and the 
patients declared that they 
had them in plenty’. But 
ten years later ‘the patients 
were very badly clothed, 
and went around the yard 


stark naked, with only a 
bit of blanket on them’. 
Conditions were again 
criticised in an 1 844 report. 

The tall red-brick house 
at 34 Hoxton Street, 
adjacent to Hackney 
Community College, is 
today all that remains of the 
institution, which finally 
closed in 1902. 

Nearby Holly House 
opened in 1792 and was 
kept by the Burrows family 
for most of its existence. 

It enjoyed a more positive 
reputation, probably helped 
by the fact that the medical 
attendant was James 
Parkinson - the pioneering 
doctor who first identified 
the ‘shaking palsy’ which 
now bears his name. 

The asylum had two 
sections, one for those who 
could afford to pay for their 
upkeep and one for paupers 
sent by the Guardians of 
the Poor of Shoreditch, 
who were paid for by 
parish taxes. The building 
was badly overcrowded by 
1819, and had to be rebuilt, 
but was later demolished for 
redevelopment in around 
1 840. Hoxton Hall now 
stands on the site. 

The most notorious of all 
Hoxton’s madhouses was 
Warburton’s, which 
existed between 


owner, the 
asylum was 
located in the 
old Balmes 
or Baumes 
House on the 
border between 
Shoreditch and 
Hackney. 

Proprietor 
Thomas Warburton 
was described by one of 
his former (and probably 
disgruntled) inmates as 
a ‘beast of a man, huge 
in size, knock-kneed and 
with a three-inch long nose 
that was quite sufficient to 
frighten a person of weak 
mind and delicate nerves 
into a fit of insanity.’ 

Head keeper Jemmy 
Davis was supposedly no 
better, claiming that: ‘If a 
man comes in here mad, 
we’ll keep him so; if he’s in 
his senses, we’ll soon drive 
him out of them.’ The rest of 
the keepers were said to be 
constantly drunk and spent 
their time beating patients 
and raping the female ones. 

The majority of 
Warburton’s inmates were 
from the aristocracy, and 
he even supplied keepers 
to supervise George III 
during his bouts of madness. 
Thomas’ son John, a 
qualified doctor, eventually 
took over the asylum 
and transformed it into a 
noteworthy establishment. 

Inspections by Select 
Committees of the House 


of Commons revealed 
the horrors regularly 
occurring inside 
Hoxton’s madhouses 
and resulted in gradual 
reform throughout the 
1800s, which forced 
private madhouses out 
of business. 

Every year World 
Mental Health Day 
celebrates the continuing 
progress made in 
mental health care, but 
it is worth pausing to 
remember those who 
were confined in the 
often brutal institutions 
of the past such as those 
that once stood 
in Hoxton.

•Salt and pepper to taste 
•1/2 tbsp brown sugar 
•4 tins coconut milk 

• 1 00ml double cream 
•1 tbsp cornflour 

• Basmati rice to serve 


Method 

•Take the chillies and deseed them 

• Place into a blender: chillies, basil, coriander, ginger, 
shallots, garlic, lime zest & lemon grass and 2 tins of
